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THE inspections of mulitia encampments and 


troops by officers of the Regular Army have now | 


fairly commenced for the season of 1886, and some 
interesting results may be expected, for the War 
Department has evinced perhaps a more special in- 
terest in the matter this year than ever before. 
The instructions given to officers designated to 
make the inspections are such as to ensure a thor- 
ough report on all essential points connected with 
the equipment, instruction, and discipline of the 
troops, and their fitness and readiness for active 
service. 








THe Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘‘It is not to 
be forgotten that cast-iron guns burst in the olden 
time, as we know by sorrowful remembrance, in our 
own service and in every navy in the world.” Of 
the iron guns cast on the RopMAN principle in this 
country we believe but one has ever burst in service, 
and that was the result of the jamming of a shell, 
which blew off the muzzle. This gun was mounted 
on board of one of our monitors. Mr. Wm. P. 
Hunt, of the South Boston Iron Works, holds that 
the strength of heavy steel forgings is over-esti- 
mated and the strength of gun-irou under-estimated, 
and that the divergence from the line of truth has 
become wide. He says: ‘“‘It is my belief, based 
upon what I know of the endurance of gun-iron 
castings, that guns made of this material, of the 
same weight and dimensions of the modern steel 
guns, are quite equal to the strain which modern 
gunpowder gives, using the charges adopted for 
steel guns, and are quite as reliable for endurance. 
I have backed up this belief by offering to furnish 
such guns, for such test, free of cost, to the Gov- 
ernment, on condition that should the said guns 
endure this trial, an order should be given for simi- 
lar guns, at half the cost of steel guns.” 








In the Senate May 13, Senato LoGan reported 
from the Committee on Military Affairs the bill, S. 
778, ‘‘ to equalize the bounties of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines of the late War for the Union.” The 
report makes a strong argument in favor of the pas- 
sage of the bill, and says: ‘‘It cannot be denied 
that those who responded to their country’s call in 
the early stages of the rebellion should not receive 
Government bounty equal to those who enlisted af- 
ter September, 1863. The object and intention of 
this measure is to equalize the bounties in a way 
that each and every person who served his country 
faithfully, and who can show an honorable discharge 
for his services, may receive, in bounty, his just 
due.” We quote the passage as we find it in the re- 
port and quite agree with it as it stands, though we 
question whether the author of the report will agree 
with himself in the printed statement that those for 
whom the bill is intended ‘‘ should not receive Gov- 
ernment bounty,” etc. They should not, in our 
judgment, for the reason that they enlisted without 
any promise or expectation that they would receive 
more than they did. Those who were influenced by 
higher motives than the desire to obtain bounty do 
not ask for this gratuity, and those whose purpose 
Was more sordid should not receive it. The biil is 
of chief benefit to claim agents. A bill to equalize 
bounties as it appears, passed the House May 25, 
1866, by a vote of 139 to 2, but-did not reach a vote 
in the Senate owing to the time required by the Ap- 
Propriation bills. Another bill was passed by the 


| House in the 41st Congress, but was not reached in 
the Senate. Both Houses in the 43d Congress 
| passed the bill but it was vetoed by General GRANT, 
| We think General LoGaN would have done well to 
have reproduced the very conclusive argument 
against the passage of such a measure as this by 
President GRANT in his veto message. Since this 
was written he has explained that the word ‘‘ not ” 
does not belong in the passage quoted above and 
has asked that the report be reprinted.

THE sub-committee of the Senate Appropriation 
Committee on the Army appropriation bill are not 
very well pleased with the shape in which that mea- 
sure passed the House, for the reason that they are 
not able to discern how the appropriations compare 
with those of last year. Unless General Brace 
comes forward and explains to their satisfaction the 
reasons for separating the amounts as he has done, 
they talk some of changing the bill back to its old 
form. Evenif this is not done it is likely that the 
bill will receive a number of amendments at the 
hands of the Senate. A strong effort is being made 
to have the clause relating to mileage placed in the 
same form as originally reported by General Brace 
to the House. As it passed the House actual travel- 
ling expenses and four cents a mile for fare are al- 
lowed, but the amount is limited to eight cents a 
mile. Officers west of the Mississippi River object 
to the limitation because that amount will not be 
sufficient to cover their actual expenses in travelling 
over roads where the rates charged are nearly 
double those East. An effort is also being made to 
have the appropriation for small arms increased 
from $300,000 to $400,0C0, as was proposed by Mr. 
ROCKWELL in the House. 








THERE are hopeful indications of a combination 
outside of political limes, to secure Congressional 
action in the direction of national defence. The 
resolution passed by the New York Assembly last 
Friday, to which we have already referred, is as

This ‘action of the Legislature of New York was 
followed on Monday by the introduction in the 
Senate of the United States of a bill, S. 2439, put- 
ting the whole subject of national defence by sea 
and land into the hands of a commission consisting 
of thirty-seven members, including various officials 
named, two officers from the Army, two from 
the Navy, and nine citizens. This Board is author- 








ized to ‘adopt and put into operation plans and 





methods for the national defence and protection by 
land or water, and they have the power to design 
and locate fortifications and fortified lines and pro- 
cure the sites for them, and to provide agencies for 
construction and manufacture either by contract 
with private citizens or corporations, or by the use or 
enlargement of the present Government workshops 
and establishments, or by the erection of others. 
It is turther authorized to make provision for the 
gradual development of its plans during a series of 
years, and to carry on such experiments and tests 
as it may deem proper; to make its proceedings 
secret and punish by fine or imprisonment anyone 
not a member of the Board who may reveal them, 
the members being sworn to secrecy. Two officers, 
one from the War Department and one from the 
Navy Department, are to be detailed to act as 
recorders and secretaries. A written report is to be 
made to the President on the 1st of November each 
year and sent to Uongress. The Board is to con- 
tinue in existence three years, and shall divide and 
classify its’ work and expenditures into two groups, 
one to be known as the War Department division 
and the other as the Navy Department division, its 
records being distributed accordingly at the termin- 
ation of its existence. The sum of $100,000,000 is 
to be appropriated for the use of the Board for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, and its recom 
mendations approved by the President shall have 
the force of law in reference to the use made of 
appropriations for the fiscal year for fortifications, 
ships of war, etc., made previous to passage of this 
act. We give the full text of the bill elsewhere. It 
is certainly a most important measure, and we wish 
it might prove acceptable to our economical Con- 
gress. The money appropriated, if wisely expended, 
would prove in the end to have been a most economi- 
cal investment. 








SENATOR LOGAN has introduced a bill, S. 2473, 
amending Articles of War 61, 62, 90, and 104. The 
amendment to Articles 61 and 62 simply makes them 
more specific without altering their substance. Ar_ 
ticle 90 is amended so as exclude the Judge Adyo- 
cate from the closed sessions and deliberations of a 
Court-martial and forbid his holding any communi- 
cation with it in the absence of the accused or his 
counsel. Article 104 is amended so as to carefully 
guard the rights of the accused from any arbitrary 
action by the reviewing authority of Court-martial 
proceedings. In the case of severe sentences in 
time of peace the accused is granted the right to a 
hearing by the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia in bane, for a review of such errors of 
law as may be alleged to exist therein, the orders of 
this Court being made final, as to a reversal, affirm- 
ation or modification of the sentence. “Where the 
judges disagree the points of disagreement are to be 
certified to the Supreme Court of the U. 8. for deci- 
sion. The amendments to Articles 61, 62, and 90 
are in order and doubtless will be received with 
favor. The amendment to Article 104 is liable to 
more difference of opinion, but it leads up to that 
Supreme tribunal which many have heretofore ad- 
yocated, especially those who fancy that the great 
majority of Court-martial verdicts are much in the 
nature of snap judgments arrived at without much 
deliberation, and often governed by prejudice and 
the influence of local surroundings. As a measure 
designed to institute a system of strict and impar~ 
tial justice throughout the Army, in which fear or 
favor have no place, it will commend itself to many.

RECENT DEATHS. 

BrREVET LIEUTENANT-COLONEL SAMUEL N. BEN- 
JAMIN, Major and Assistant Adjutant-General, U.S. 
Army, a gallant soldier and gentleman, died at Gov- 
ernor’s Island, New York, at 6.55 A. M., May 15, 1886, 
of rheumatism of the heart, aged 47 years, 4 months 
and 12 days. He had been suffering for several days 
with rheumatism, but was apparently getting bet- 
ter. The disease, however, attacked the heart, and 
he died suddenly. Colonel Benjamin was born in 
New York, and appointed to the Military Academy 
July 1, 1856. He was graduated May 6, 1861, and re- 
ceived his commission as 2d Lieutenant iu the 2d Ar- 
tillery, and entered at once into active service with 
his regiment in the War of the Kebellion. He was 
engaged in the defence of Washington until July. 
Then he participated in the Manassas campaign, and 
took part in the action of Blackburn’s Ford on July 
18, and in the battle of Bull Run three days later. 
For the next nine months he was on duty with his 
regiment in the defences of Washington, after which 
he joined the Army of the Potomac and participated 
in the siege of Yorktown, the battles of Glendale 
an:l Malvern Hills, and subsequently in the battle 
of Antietam, and the tedious march to Falmouth 
and the battle of Fredericksburg. He was promoted 
Ist Lieutenant May 15, 1861, for his conduct at 
Manassas, and in December, 1862, he was given the 
command of a battery at Covington, Ky., and after- 
ward at Lexington. *He participated in the Vicks- 
burg campaign, 1863, taking au active part in the 
assault on Fort Beauregard on June 2. On August 
14 he was given command of the reserve artillery of 
the Ninth Army Corps, andin the East Tennessee 
campaign, from October 24 to December 21, he acted 
as Chief of Artillery of the Corps, being engaged in 
the skirmish at Holt’s Ferry on November 15, the 
battle of Campbell’s Station on the following day, 
and the defence of Knoxville, the repulse of the 
Rebel assault on Fort Sanders, and the pursuit of 
Longstreet’s forces, December 7 to 10. His hard 
work in the field disabled him fora time, and he 
was given sick leave from December 21, to February 
17, 1864, when he engaged for two months in recruit- 
ing service, and then returned to his old charge as 
Chief of Artillery of the Ninth Army Corps in the 
Richmond campaign, being engaged in the battle of 
the Wilderness, May 5 and 6, and tbe battles of 
‘Spottsylvania May 10 to 12. He was so severely 
wounded at Spottsylvania that he was borne to the 
hospital from the field, and another sick leave was 
granted him extending to September 5, 1864. While 
thus disabled he received his commission as Captain 
in the 2d Artillery on June 13, and on August 1 he 
was brevetted Major for distinguished and gallant 
conduct at Spottsylvania. 

Major Benjamin’s wound disabled him from fur- 
ther duty in the field, and when able to leave the 
hospital he was assigned to the Military Academy 
as Assistant Professor of Mathemutics. While there 
he was further rewarded for his gallant services 
during the rebellion by a Lieutenant-Colonel’s bre- 
vet, on March 13, 1865. He served successively in 
command of a company in San Ffancisco Harbor as 
Recorder of the Artillery Board at Washington at 
the Military Academy again as Assistant Professor 
of Mathematics from Aug. 31, 1866, to July 17, 1868, 
and at the Military School for Practice at Fortress 
Monroe from May 1, 1869, to March 17, 1875. Then, 
having been transferred to the staff on March 3, he 
was made Assistant Adjutant General and as- 
| signed to the Adjutant General’s office in 
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Washington on May 1, 1875. Later he was Adjutant- 
General of the Department of Arizona, and on June’ 
1, 1885, was assigned to the Division of the Atlantic, 
Governor’s Island. Colonel Benjamin leaves a 
widow and three young sons, the widow beinga 
daughter of the Hon. Hamilton Fish, ex-Secretary 
of State. The funeral took place on Monday, and, 
at the request of the family, was a quiet one. The 
body, escortei by a small detachment of the 5th Ar- 
tillery, was taken from Governor's Island to 42d 
street, thence to Garrison's, the place of interment. 
The pall bearers who accompanied it were General 
William D. Whipple. A. A. G.; Col. Thomas G. Bay- 
lor, Ord. Dept.; Col. Henry C. Hodges, Q. M. Dept.: 
Col. Wilbur F. Brown, Comdr. Lafayette Post No. 
140, G. A. R.; Col. Henry U. Hasbrouck, Commandant 
of Cadets, U.S. M. A.; Gen. Peter S. Michie, U. 5. 
M. A.; Major George McKee, Ord. Dept.; Major L. 
C. Brackett; Major Wallace F. Randolph, 5th Art., 
and Capt. Joshua A. Fessenden, 5th Art. Col. Ben- 
jamin was Senior Vice Commander of Lafayette 
Post 140, G. A. R. 

In Circular of May 17, Adjutant-General Drum 
announces the death of Colonel Benjamin, gives his 
military record, substantially as above set forth, and 
says: “Colonel Benjamm’s many social qualities 
and accomplishments, and his manly traits of char- 
acter, endeared him to all with whom he was associ- 
ated in both official and private life. His distin- 
guished gallantry on the battlefield is well known to 
and will ever be remembered with pride by his com- 
rades of the Military Service, and his untimely death 
will be deeply deplored by all who knew him.” 

GENERAL Joun L. Lewts, father of Lieut. Thos. J. 
Lewis, 2d U.S. Cavalry, died at New Orleans, May 
15. When a boy he served as courier for General 
Jackson at the battle of New Orleans, and during 
the Civil War held high rank in the Confederate 
service. He has also held several prominent civil 
positions in New Orleans. The Times-Democrat 
says: “All of the children are gentlemen of chival- 
ric and honcrable fame and bearing. To be oiher- 
wise would be to ignore or forget the record of one 
of the most faithful and honorable gentlemen who 
ever served his State, society and people with un- 
swerving honor, patriotism and fidelity.” 

CapTaAIn N. MAFFi?t, who died at Wilmington, 
N. C., May 15, 1866, aged sixty-seven, after a long ill- 
ness, entered the U. S. Navy as Midshipman in 1832, 
and rose to the rank of Lieutenant. He resigned 
May 2, 1861, and linked his fortunes with the Con- 
federate Navy, in which he bore a prominent part. 


A'SPECIAL cable despatch this week announces the 
death at sea of Vice Admiral Don Patricio Lynch of 
the Chilean Navy. He was on his way from Spain, 
where he was Minister Plenipotentiary, to take the 
post of Minister to Peru. His body was landed at 

eneriffe. He was at the head of the Chilian Navy 
and an officer of great distinction. He was the son 
of a wealthy Lrish merchant who married a Chilean 
lady, and was born in Santiago in 1825. He was edu- 
cated at the Naval School at Santiago. 


Mrs. PENDLETON, wife of our Minister to Ger- 
many, and candidate for Vice-President on the 
ticket with Gen. McClellan, was killed in Central 
Park, New York, on Thursday, by being thrown 
from her carriage. She was a sister of Philip Barton 
Key. who was shot by Gen. Sickles, and among her 
connections were Gen. Scott, “*Admiral’’ Buchanan, 
John Morgan, the Howards, Currolls, Chews, Tay- 
lors, etc. Her grandfather was the author of the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” 


Mr. J. A. HEFFENGER, father of P. A. Surgeon Ar- 
thur C. Heffenger, U. 8.

FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


With the exception of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, which has determined to take some 
action op every measure before it, very little work 
need be expected from the other Service commit- 
tees, as there is now more business on the calendars 
than can possibly receive attention. It is almost im- 

ossible to get a quorum of any committee, and the 
Senate Naval Committee has not had a session with- 
in the past fortnight. An extra effort is to be made 
to get this committee together on Wednesday next 
for the purpose of considering the Cadet Engineer 
Restoration bill. The Secretary of the Navy has 
compiled the information saked for by Senator Mc- 
Pherson, and is now considering some amendments 
which he intends to submit by that date. The 
Senate Military Committee will find it necessary to 
meet occasionallye to consider nominations, and an 
effort is to be made to secure a report on the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Logan this week organizing a 
reform in Court-martial proceedings. The Appro- 
priations Committee will, of course, be busy until 
the end of the session. Their work has really just 
begun. The Sundry Civil, General Deficiency, and 
¥ortification—the three bills which usually occasion 
the most debate—have not yet come from the House 
Committee. The Legislative bill was reported this 
week. The House Military Committee will hold a 





meeting on Tuesday next to dispose of a large num- 
ber of restoration bills which Nir. Steele has put in 
shape to report. With few exceptions, adverse re- 
ports will be made. 

The Military Academy Appropriation bill was 
called up for consideration in the Senate on Wed- 
nesday, but as several members of the Appropria- 
tion Committee intimated that it had not been thor- 
oughly examined before being reported, it was re- 
committed for further investigation. 

The bill for the relief of Comdr. Quackenbush has 
been recommitted from the Senate to the Naval 
Committee for further consideration. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported the bill No. 2209, for the erection of a mill- 
ing shop at the Springfield Armory, with a recom- 
mendation that its provisions be included in the 
Army Appropriation bill. 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands has made 
a favorable report on the bill which recently passed 
the House, authorizing the transfer of the U.S. Bar- 
racks at Baton Rouge, La., to the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at that place. 

Senator Riddleberger has introduced a resolution 
providing for the erection in Washington of an 
equestrian statue of President Zachary Taylor, and 
Mr. Boutelle of the House one appropriating 350,000 
for the erection in Washington of a bronze monu- 
ment to Edwin M. Stanton. 

The Senate passed on Monday bills No. 365, allow- 
ing Martin L. Bundy, late a paymaster in the Army, 
the sum of $7!9.47, as undrawn forage for two horses; 
S$. 129, to settle the accounts for arms, ammunition, 
and accoutrements between the Territory of Mon- 
tana and the United States; S. R. 48. authorizing 
Rear Admirul J. W. A. Nicholson to accept from the 
King of Sweden and Norway a gold medal, with an 
inscription thanking him for services to the Consul 
General of bis Government during the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria, Egypt, im July, 1882. 

The bill (S. No. 976) for the relief of officers of the 
Signal Corps who had checkages made against their 
accounts in consequence otf certain irregular pay- 
ments for keeping and repairing military telegraph 
lines from Bismarck to Fort Ellis was passed by the 
Senate on Tuesday. The Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs at its meeting on Tuesday adopted 
favorable reports on the following measures: 38. 
1580, providing that Major James Belger, retired, 
be considered as having been continuously in the 
Service since Nov. 30, 1863; .S. 2222, granting right of 
way for railroad purposes through Fort Russeil and 
Fort Laramie military reservations, and H. R. 5401, 
appropriating #150000 for the construction and 
equipment of additional barracks or quarters for 
disabled veterans at the Southern, Northwestern, 
and Westeru branches of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, located at Hampton, 
Milwaukee, and Leavenworth, respectively. Very 
little progress is being made by the committee with 
the nominations in the Medical Corps and the 3d 
Cavalry, which have been pending since the begin- 
ning of the present session. The trouble was the 
Steever case, which seems to be no nearer a settle- 
ment than when it was first submitted. Senator 
Logan insists that Simpson is legally entitled to the 
ee tees and will urge Steever’s rejection if the 

*resident does not recall his nomination. Whether 
a majority of the committee will vote with him will 
probably not be determined until the last days of 
the session, when action of some kind will be neces- 
sary. No action will be taken upon the medical 
nomination until some agreement has been reached 
upon the several bills regulating promotion in the 
Medical Corps now pending before the committee. 
The following bill, introduced by Mr. Dolph, was 
under consideration at the last meeting and seemed 
to meet with pretty general favor, though no vote 
was taken upon it. Unless something better is ap- 
proved, it is thought that a favorable report will be 
made upon this bill and the pending nominations 
disposed of in accordance with its provisions: 

That assistant surgeons of the Army appointed under the 
act approved July 28, 1866, who have served twenty years, 
shall be nominated and, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appointed to the office of surgeon with the 
rank of major, to date trom the completion of such service; 
and said service shall be estimated as is Uow done in com- 
puting service for longevity pay, except that service under 
present commission shall be counted from the date of said 
commission: Provided, That no such assistant surgeon shall 
be promoted unless he has been examined and found quali- 
fled for promotion by a duly constituted examining board, 
as required by existing law: And provided further, That the 
whole number of ofticersin the Medical Department shall 
not be increased by this act.

subject to inspection and tests at each stage of manufacture, 
and in the case of ordnance including all the parts of each 
calibre specified: Provided, That no money shall be ex- 
pended except in payment for steel accepted and delivered ; 
that each bidder shall contract to erect in the United States 
a suitable plant, including the best modern appliances, capa- 
ble of making all the steel required, and of finishing it, in 
accordance with the contract, and agree in the case of an 
ordnance contract to deliver yearly a specified quantity of 
each calibre, the time of delivery of the smaller calibres to 
commence at the expiration of not more than 18 months 
and that of the largest calibres at the expiration of not more 
than th years from the date of the acceptance of the con- 
tract; and that all the forgings shall be manufactured in the 
United States. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Navy be, and hereby is, 
authorized to erect at the navy-yard, Washington, D. C.. a 
naval gun factory, in accordance with the report of the Gun 
Foundry Board of Dec. 20, 1884, for finishing and assembling 
guns adapted to modern warfare, up to and including the 
largest approved sizes, and for the manufacture of gun-car 
riages and ordnance = for the Nayal Service, at a 
cost not to exceed $1,600,000.

A Bill to create 
a Board for National Defence. 

Be it enacted, ete., That a Board of National 
shall be, and is hereby, constituted, consisting of th, 
following members: The President pro tempore of the 
Senate; the Speaker of the House of Representatives: two 
members, but not of the same political party, to be desig- 
nated by the committees respectively, from each of the Fin- 
ance, Army, and Navy Committees of the Senate, and from 
each of the Ways and Means, Appropriations, Army, and 
Navy Committees of the House of Representatives, and two 
Senators and two Representatives, to be designated by the 
presiding officers of the Senate and House, respectively, 
from Senators and Members of different political parties: 
the Secretary of War; the Secretary of the Navy; the Lieu- 
tenant-General of the Army ; the Admiral of the Navy ; and 
two other officers of the Army and two other officers of the 
Navy, to be appointed by the President; and nine members 
to be appointed from citizens of the United States, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, by the President, to hold 
office until the expiration of the Board, unless sooner re. 
moved by the President, and to receive a salary of $ a 
year: Provided, That the Senators and Representatives who 
are members of said Board shall continue to serve after the 
expiration of their Congressional terms, and until their sue- 
cessors are duly appointed, and shall, after the expiration of 
their Congressional terms, and during their service as mem- 
bers of said Board, receive the pay of a member of Congress 
until their successors are duly appointed. The designation 
of the Senators and the Members of the House who are to 
become members of said Board shall be attested by the 
written certificates of the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House, respectively, copies whereof shall be 
filed among the records of said Board and under its control. 
And the President of the United States, by and with the 
conseat of the Senate, shall appoint a treasurer for said 
Board, who shall receive a salary of 3 u year ; and the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall fix the amount of his bond, 
and approve it and the sureties thereon. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the said Bourd to adopt 
and put into operation plans and methods by which the con- 
structions, armaments, and material proper and adequate 
in its judgment for the national defence and protection by 
land and water may be built, manufactured, and procured; 
and the same may be equipped and prepared for service. 
The words “ constructions, armaments, and material” shall, 
for the purposes of this act, be held, among other things, to 
include fortifications, fortified lines, tloating and other bat- 
teries, torpedoes, weapons, guns, ammunition, boats, ves- 
sels, and ships of every type, and every kind and class of de- 
vices, contrivances, or agencies suitable for the purposes of 
war on land or water; and the powers conferred upon the 
Board to procure, build, equip. and prepare for service the 
means of national defence shall be deemed, among other 
things, to include the power to design or locate fortifications 
and fortified lines, to obtain for the Government the neces 
sary sites therefor by purchase or condemnation, and to pro- 
vide agencies for the construction or manufacture of what- 
ever may be needed in carrying out the powers hercin dele- 
gated, either by the employment of or contract with private 
citizens, or corporations formed under the laws of the United 
States, or any one of them, and all the directors of which 
corporations shall be citizens of the United States, and the 
majority in value of the capital stock of which shall be 
owned, and continue during such employment or contracts 
to be owned, by such citizens, or by the use or enlargement 
of the present Government workshops and establishments, or 
by the erectlon of others when deemed necessary. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be competent for the Board to make 
provision for the gradual development of its plans during a 
series of years, to undertake and carry on such experiments 
and tests as it may deem proper, and to designate what por- 
tions of its plans shall be carried on by the War or by the 
Navy Department, or otherwise; but it shall not be compe- 
tent for the Board to interfere in any manner with the con- 
trol of the President or of his Cabivet officers over the de- 
tail and employment of officers in relation to their public 
duties. 

Sec. 4. That all the proceedings of said Board shal! be kept 
and recorded, but it shall have power to determine that all

S. 2473, Logan. A bill supplementary to and 
amendatory of Sec. 1342 R. 8. That the following-named 
articles be and they are hereby amended to read as follows: 

Article 61. Every officer who being subject to military law 
behavesin a disgraceful aud scandalous manner unbecom- 
ing the character of an officer and gentleman, shall on con- 
viction by court-martial be dismissed the Service, 

Article 62. All crimes not capital, and all disorders 
and neglects specified in the statutes of the United 
States, or of a State, Territory or district, where the accused 
may be at the time, or by the common Jawas the same ex- 
ists in such State, Territory or district, or by the regulations, 
approved by Congress. for the Government of the Army, 
which officers and soldiers may be guilty of directly, to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline, though not 
mentioned in the foregoing Articles of War, are to be taken 
cognizance of by a general, regimental garrison or field ofti- 
cer’s court-martial, according tothe nature and degree of 
the offence, and punished at the discretion of such court. 

Article 90. The Judge Advocate General or some person 
deputed by him, or by the general officer commanding the 
Army, Department, detachment or garrison, shall prosecute 
in the name of the United States. The Judge Advocate of a 
court-martial shall not remain with the court during its 
closed sessions for deliberation upon any question arising on, 
or relating to the trial or when deliverating upon its findings 
and judgment in a case, neither shall he in the absence of the 
accused or his counsel address or hold any communication 
with the court directly or indirectly in regard to any ques- 
tion relating to the trial ot the cause. The record of its pro- 
ecedings shall be certified by the senior member of the 
court attested by the Judge Advocate. 

Article 104. No sentence of court-martial shall be carried 
into execution until the whole proceedings shall have been 
approved by the officer ordering the court, or by the officer 
commanding for the time being. The authority having 
power to confirm the findings and sentence of a court-mar- 
tial may send back such findings and sentence, or either of 
them, for revision once, but not more than once, and it shall 
not be lawful for the court on any revision to receive any 
additional evidence; and when the finding only is sent back 
for revision, the court shall have power without any direc- 
tion to revise the sentence also. In no case shall authority 
recommend the increase of a sentence, nor shall the court- 
martial on revisal of the sentence either in obedience to re- 
commendation of an authority, or torany other reason have 
power to increase the sentence awarded, In time of peace, 
in all cases of conviction and sentence by courts-martial ot 
a commissioned officer, and convictions and sentences of all 
other persons, subject to military law, where the punish- 
ment of death, dishonorable discharge, or imprisonment ex- 
ceeding one year, or forfeiture exceeding one yeer’s pay, is 
imposed, it shall be the duty of the proper final reviewing 
authority, in his approval of such sentence to notify the ac- 
cused, in writing, of such conviction and sentence and the 
action taken by such reviewing authority. Should the ac- 
cused be aggrieved thereat, he may, within 30 days from re- 
ceipt of such notice, demand that the whole proceedings be 
certified, without delay, by the Judge-Advocate General of 
the Army to the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
in bane to be examiued by said court at its present or next 
sessiop as to such errors of law in the record as may be 
alleged to exist therein; and upon such examination and 
hearing may reverse, affirm, or modify the sentence, and its 
decisions and order in the premises shall be remitted with 
the record to the Judge-Advocate General of the Army, who 
shall certify a transcript of the decision and orders of the 
said court to the Adjutant-General of the Army for trans- 
mission, and such decision and orders shall be final, Provided, 
That whenever any question arise on such examination and 
hearing, and the judges shall be divided in opinion thereon 
in any case involving sentence of death or dismission of an 
officer the points of disagreement shall be certitied by them 
to the Supreme Court of the U. 8. for decision.

Hethen started for Santa Cruz. but while pass- 
ing through Box Cafion on the way thither a galling 
fire was suddenly poured upon his little band. Tbe 
men dismouuted and made a gallautg@fight, which 
lasted for an hour. Two of the command were 
killed and three wounded. Many Indians fell, but 
the number is not known. Cuptain Hatfield tiaally 
reached Santa Cruz, where be will join with Lieut. 
Cook, with Dorst’s troop. Major Ruiz. with a large 
Mexican force, reached Santa Cruz May 15 and 
joined in the pursuit next morning.” 

Gen. Miles telegraphed from Nogales May 16: 

Capt. Hatfield, 4th Cavalry, struck Geronimo’s camp yes- 
terday, and at first was quite successful, capturing camp 
and horses and driving the Indians some distance in Cononla 
Mountains, Mexico. About noon, in moving five miles from 
camp through a deep cafon, he was attacked, and fouzht 
two hours, losing two soldiers killed, three wounded, and 
many of the horses and mules. He reports the Indians 
seventy strong, and says that several of them were killed. 
Other troops are in close proximity to the hostiles, It is im- 
possible to give the exact numberof bucks with Geronimo. 

Our troops and the Mexicans have fought them five times 
within the last twelve days, and, although at some disad- 
vantage, not without loss to the Indians. It requires nine- 
tenths of the command to hold in check the large bodies of 
Indians on reservations and protect exposed settlements, 


A despatch from El Paso says: 


Signal fires have been seen nightly inthe mountains of 
Mexico bordering the line. several old Indian scouts be. 
lieve that Geronimo will endeavor to reach the Mescalero 
reservation for the purpose of persuading the friendly In- 
dians to join him. The reservation Indians belong to the 
same blood—thirty families of the Apache tribe—as Geroni- 
mo. The scouts explain the fires as most likely built by 
Geronimo’s outposts, who may be stationed there to await 
the return of two or three runners who have probably been 
sent into the Mescalero reservation to endeavor to bring off 
some of the bucks. There are, it is reported, no soldiers at 
present in Southern Arizona, Gen. Miles and his troops being 
in Sonora, near Santa Cruz, some fifteen miles from the line. 
If the Apaches, after their repulse near Saita Cruz, should 
be pressed too hard by the combined forces it iz feared they 
will be forced across the line, and, with no troops at hand to 
head them off, would make a detour of a hundred miles, 
butchering as they went, and re-enter Sonora with perfect 
safety. 

A report comes from Deming that watch fires have been 
seen in that vicinity, supposed to be calling out the Mesca- 
lero Apaches. 

General Miles telegraphed May 19 that he will re- 
main at Fort Huachuca until the movements of the 
Indians are more fully developed, and that Captain 









Hatfield, 4th Cavalry, has recovered all but two of 
the horses stampeded in Sunday’s fight. 

A despatch of May 19 from Tombstone says: Capt. 
A. 8S. B. Keyes and Lieut. C. R. Ward, l0th Cavalry, 
have been placed in arrest by order of Gen. Miles 
for dilatorivess in proceeding to the assistance of 
Captain Lebo during the latter’s recent engagement 
with the hostiles at Calabasas. They have been taken 
to Fort Grant and their command turned over to 
Captain Lebo. 

despatch of May 19 from Nogales reports the 
murder of five persons, two of them being the sons 
of Captain Andrade, of that section. Captain Law- 
ton is in close pursuit of the [ndians, who have a 
number of wounded in the Huacomia Mountains, 
and it is expected that he will overtake them there. 

A *‘memoranda”’ from the headquarters District 
of New Mexico shows the strength of the various 
Indian tribes to be as follows: Navajoes, off reser- 
vation, 8,000, on reservation, 13,003 (6.280 males, 6,723 
females); Pueblos, 7,763; Southern Utes, 983; Mesez- 
leros, 462 (100 males over 18); Jecarillos, 721 (355 
males, 366 females), 166 males over 18. Total Mesca- 
leros and Jecarillos, 1,183.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Some of the gossips are seeking a successor for 
Chief Clerk Hogg of the Navy Department. We 
advise them to wait until the Secretary relieves Mr.

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THE SITUATION IN ARIZONA. 


Now that we have had a change of command in 
the Department of Arizona we are beginning to 
learn more than we did about the adminis— 
tration of affairs in that Territory. We pub-— 
lished in the JouRNAL of May 8 the statement 
by General Crook of his policy, made in an after 
dinner speech at Omaha; this week a correspondent 
sends from Fort Bowie a further statement of Gen- 
eral CROokK’s opinions, part of which is given in the 
General's own words. Those who have sought to 
convince us that General Crook had no plan, that 
he was drifting aimlessly, that he had ‘‘ softening of 
the brain,” and the like, are advised to read what 





the General has to say for himself. Whatever they 


tilay think ot his policy they will be forced to admit 
that he has #ertainly Had ore; and they will find it 
liard to name any officer of our Army who could 
state what his policy was, with reference to a given 
matter, more clearly thaz bas General Crook, or 
who could present his arguments for it more co- 
gently. At the same time it must be admitted tha) 
it is a policy which is based upon a humiliating as- 
sumption of our inferiority to the Apaches as sol- 
fliers, and it is this, without doubt, that has made 
Gen. CROOK’s administration so distasteful to many 
officers in Arizona, from whom we have heard and 
whose criticisms we were not able to estimate at their 
exact value until we heard from General Crook also. 
Their specific complaint has been that the confidence 
which of right belonged to them had been reserved 
by General Crook for his Apache scouts; that they 
had been put ata great disadvantage in the matter of 
transportation, etc., that the Apache scouts might 
be well equipped, ete., ete. 

General Crook, hiniself, says, in tlie interview we 
publish, ‘‘ As tothe Apache scouts, they are indis- 
pensable. We could have made no progress without 
them. I first began using them in 1872, and have 
used them ever since. Nothing has ever been ae- 
complished without their help.” ‘‘Have theyjacted in 
good faith,” he was asked. ** We have every assur. 
ance that they have,” was General Crook’s answer, 
As to this he differs from some of his officers in im 
mediate contact with the scouts who believe that they 
are not to be depended upon when it comes to all 
actual conflict with their own people. They deny 
that the scouts have behaved well in the face of the 
enemy and insist that GERONIMO has maintained 
relations with them, as well as with the Agency 
Indians. 

We are not in a position to judge between these 
conflicting statements. The action of General 
MILEs thus fardoes not indicate a disposition to ae- 
cept the scouts at General CrRook’s valuation. — It is 
evident that a new theory prevails in Arizona, and 
one that is to be suomitted to the crucial test of 
experience. Those of General CRook’s subordinates 
whe have been disposed to criticise the policy which 
has heretofore prevailed in Atizona should exert 
themselves to make the new plan a success. Such a 
demonstration of its superiority would be received 
with satisfaction by the people of Arizona, by the 
country, and by the Army, and should silence, if it 
did not satisfy, those who have advocated a differ- 
ent line of action. The fortunes of an individual 
officer, whatever his rank and position, are of small 
account in comparison with the interests of the 
country or of the Army as & whole. Cireumstances 
have changed, and the man who is now entitled to 
our sympathy and support in his effort to solve this 
Arizona problem is NELSON A. MiLEs. We shall 
not be in haste to criticise him, any more than we 
have been to criticise General Crook, and the friends 
of General Crook, understanding as they do the 
difficulties of the situation, should be foremost in 
generous acknowledgment of any success that he 
may achieve. His success is the success of the 
Army ; his failure so far a reflection upon the Ser- 
vice to which he belongs. ‘‘It is an ill bird that 
fouls his own nest,” and there is altogether too 
much tendency to this in our Army, as every officer 
knows. There is too much disposition also, as 
seems to us, to view thé action of particular officers 
in the light of cliquish judgments, instead of fairly 
estimating their actions for what they are worth. 
An officer who is thoroughly well informed in re- 
gard to Arizona matters writes us as follows : 


I do not know either Gen. Crook or Gen. Miles, 
but 1 do claim to know something about the per- 
plexing Indian difficulties in these territories, and I 
have as good an understanding of Gen. Crook’s work 
during the past year, 1 think, as any officer in this 
Department. e bas been very much misunder- 
stood by een J good officers and estimable citizens, 
because they have not comprehended bis methods 
of dealing wita Indians. He has nota peer in the 
Army in this line, but the best directed efforts may 
be foiled by the wily Chiricabua. he Army has 
never had todeal with another Indian lke him. 
Every officer who has had much service against 
these Indians, although some of them have at times 
hastily and thoughtlessly *““d—d” him, knows that 
every word he saysisthe exact truth. Only the 
other day an officer of my regiment struck a band 0! 
hostiles, and he was unable to do them much barm 
yet he is a brave fellow and would take many 
cbances. Neither cavalry nor infantry can accom 

lish muci: offensively in these mountains, and a= 

or the~e frontiersmen you hear of, cowboys, etc., # 
few Indians can and have stampeded four times 
their number, yes many more. With troops and 
Indians together something can be done after the 
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manner Crook was working. Thus far not a scout 
has deserted to the hostiles, and four fifths of the 
bad stories you see published of the Indian scouts 
rh lips.ont of the whole cloth. There are some guvod 
people in this Tettitor} attd, many bad, but officers 
do not have any trouble with thet: 

We may have the luck, [ hope some of us may, té 
surprise the Indians accideutally, for their usual re- 
sorts on our side of the line are pretty well covered 
by troops, but it is # great improbability. These 
Indians cannot be overtaken by our troops in pur- 
evit unless they permit it themselves, then they kill 
i few soldiers atid "light out” again. No part of 
the Ariny bas ever Worked hafdet than our soldiers 
have out here, and the best w& coiild do er have 
done so far was to make the Indians tired aiid Ask 
to come in, and we would never bave done that if it 
had not been for the scouts. When Geronimo and 
some otber Indians pow ovt ran away, neither the 
General nor anyone else connected with that affair 
could have prevented or foreseen it. He was in mar- 
vellous luck to get in as many as he did. Crook bas 
accomplished about all the valuatle work with In- 
dians that has ever been done in this territory. As 
1 have said, we have not another man like him in 
this line of work in the Army, 








TRIAL OF ARMOR AT SPEZIA. 


We gave last week from the Popolo Romano a 
report of thé conimencement of the trial on a large 
scale of Gruson’s chilled armor which was 
opened at Spezia, Italy, on the 20th of April. A 
fuller report appears in the Engineer of April 30. 
The Italian Government having decided to erect 
two cupolas, each mounting two 120-ton Krupp 
guns, for the defence of Spezia, Herr GRusON was 
invited to construct them on his system, on the con- 
dition that he should make a test shield capable of 
bearing three blows from the projectile of the ArM- 
stronG 100-ton breech-loading gun. The chilled 
portion of the shield which received the blow 
weighed about 87,950 kg., or 86.56 tons. The firing 
took place in St. Maria Bay, in the Gulf of Spezia, 
where the shield was erected facing the sea. The 
gun was fired from a raft on the sea and was there- 
fore subjected to but little movement. The result 
we reported last week. The projectile broke into 
small fragments, which were thrown upwards, The 
angle of incidence appears to have been about 45 
deg. The striking energy was 47,620 foot-tons; 
the weight of the projectile was 2,205 Ibs.; the 
striking velocity was about 1,765 ft.; the charge, 
375 kilogs., or 826.7 Ibs.; Cologne prismatic cocoa 


powder. The range was about 133 metres (145 
yards.) The gun used, the ARMSTRONG 100-ton 


B. L., is claimed to be slightly more powerful than 
the 120-ton Krupp, the exact capacity of which is 
unknown, and which, as the Engineer says, ‘‘is as 
yet almost a hypothetical weapon to most of us, 
though it may doubtless exist, and may have pro- 
duced great results which have not been published.” 
A second round was fired on Saturday, April 24, or 
the Wednesday previous according to the report we 
last week published. ‘‘ The results are wonderful,” 
the correspondent of the Engineer reports. The 
remaining rounds were to have been fired on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, April 27 and 28. We shall 
return to the subject as soon as further reports are 
received. These trials were attended by Herr 
GRUSON, representatives from Krupp’s and SCHNEID- 
ER’s works, and officers of several foreign Goverr- 
ments. Two officers of our Army, Captain Davip 
A. LyLe, O. D., and Captain Henry M. ApDams, 
C. E., were to attend, but Captain Lyte did not 
leave Paris until the 28th of April. Of the general 
purpose of these experiments, the Engineer says :

Con- 
a “ntiy, it may be seen without further comparison that 
irlison’s shield is well suited to resist a few heavy blows, 
and is therefore well adapted to coast defence. It may gen- 
erally be assumed thatso long as a Grtison’s shield stands 
up in tront of a gun that gun is safe against the next blow, 
even should that blow greatly outmatch the shield.

The 
best steel flies to pieces, but in the act of doing so its tenacity 
is sufficient to enable it to deliver a great shock on the slife i, 
A chilled iron shot has little tenacity. and it is caught ata dis- 
adyantage when resisted without the chance of getting its 
potnt.any sensible distance into the plate. Hence it breaks 
up With@ut deliyering a blow at all proportionate to its en- 
ergy. A blow that &0imes after fracture of shot in the form 
of a mass of fragments is, Of Gourse, of no use against ar- 
mor. Consequently it is not sufprising that chilled iron ar- 
mor, when tested in France by chilled shot only, should be 
adopted for inland defences, and that when afterwards it 
was attacked by steel projectiles in 1882, its use should be 
restricted to coast defence. Gritison has since that date al- 
tered the profile of his shields, the better to meet the attack 
of steel projectiles; but that question it is not possible here 
to disGuss: What has been said will serve to show that the 
test of the shield which with ordinary steel projectiles is 
formidable, becomes much more so just now because, since 
the time when the terms were accepted by Griison, great im- 
provements have been effected in the manttfacture of steel 
projectiles by Krupp, and consequently those ow supplied 

»y him for this purpose are peculiarly formidable. 








THE delay in appointing an officer to the command 
of the Juniata, now lying at the New York Navy- 
yard, has occasioned considerable comment in naval 
circles. It is held that it is hardly fair to exact 
duties from any officer other than those he is paid 
to perform, save in cases of emergency. In this 
instatice a Lieutenant-Commander is obliged in ad- 
dition to his own manifold duties to assume those of 
the commander of a vessel. This if at sea would 
count for little, but when, as in this instance, the 
vessel is being fitted for sea the injustice of imposing 
a dual role upon an executive officer cannot fail to 
be understood. It may be possible that the delay 
1s occasioned through a mistaken idea of economy. 
In any case an injustice 1s done to the eligible com- 
mander who is wrongfully deprived of sea pay. 
This point might be carried still furtber and ap- 
plied to cases where enlisted men are ordered to 
perform the duties of steerage and warrant officers. 
Many officers claim that where vessels are not allowed 
warrant officers some intermediate grade with in- 
creased salary should by right be provided for those 
who satisfactorily perform the duties of the position. 
It is claimed that the Bureau of Detail have »lways 
been dilatory in supplying vacancies for sea-going 
vessels. This entails unwarranted discomfort and 
hardships upon deserving officers, who, although 
willing to perform any amount of duty in time of 
need, justly murmur at being compelled to perform 
additional work where a remedy is at hand. 














THE Naval Appropriation bill was finally com- 
pleted by the House Naval Committee on Thursday 
last and was reported to the House on the following 
day. The bill appropriates about $11,804,912.25. 
The approp”iation for the current fiscal year is $15,- 
029,705. The reduction falls principally under the 
head of pay of the Navy, Provision end JDlothing, 
and Bureau of Steam Engineering, though the 
larger part of the apparent discrepancy is due to 
the fact that some of the appropriations are em- 
braced in the special bill for the increase of the 
Naval establishment. The following are the ap- 
propriations under the different heads as contained 








in the present bill:

THE Senate Committee on Sea Coast Defences has 
reported favorably, with some amendments, the 
bills No. 662 and 663, for the manufacture of steel 
for modern army and navy ordnance, armor, ete., 
and for the establishment of two gun foundries as 
recommended by the Gun Foundry Board. Wegive 
the full text of the bill relating to army ordnance 
with our Congrersional report. That for the Navy 
1s similar, with the exception that the word ‘‘Navy” 
is substituted in all cases for ‘‘Army,” and that sec- 
tion 2 provides for the erection of a Naval gun fac- 
tory at the Washington Navy-yard. 








FOREIGN observers not unnaturally take a certain 
measure of satisfaction in the Socialistic outbreak 
in Chicago, of which the United Service Gazette. 
says: ‘* The dynamite movement against Great 
Britain was openly advertised in many organs of 
the American Press, and subscriptions acknowledged 
of moneys received for the desired purpose of 


wrecking British property and of blowing up our 
public buildings. The lesson now has come to the 
Americans, and, while we regret the circumstances: 
utider which they have been taught it, we cannot 
honestly say that our commiseration takes a highly 
expansive form, save as regards the innocent and 
unfortunate victims.” 








On the 3d of May Lieut. Col. W. Hope, V. C., wrote 
to the First Lord of the Admiralty: ** As, a quarter 
of a century ago, I prophesied the breakdown of 
the Armstrong gun, so I now prophesy the much 
more complete and disastrous breakdown of the 
new steel breech-loading guns, more particularly of 
the larger ‘natures,’ such as the 43-ton, the 68-ton, 
and the 110-ton. Next evening came the news of the 
breakdown of one of these very 43-ton guns on 
board the Collingwood. About 11 A. M. on the numed 
day, May 4, the Collingwood left Portsmouth, and 
proceeded out to sea to try the Vavasseur mountings 
of her after pair of 43-ton guns. Six rounds were to 
be fired from each, two with reduced charges of 
2214 lb. of cocoa powder and four with full charges 
of 295 Ib., including a simultaneous discharge under 
each condition. The projectile was 4 common shell 
filled with water and weighing 714 lb. The first 
round fired was from the right gun, with a reduced 
charge of 221% lb. The left gun was then trained 
upon the starboard beam, and fired also witha re- 
duced charge; but the gun burstiu spite of this. 
The entire portion of the muzzle which was unpro- 
tected by sheet coiling was blown clean away as if 
cut off witha knife, while the last coil itself bad 
been blown away some two inches or more, leaving 
a deep fissure between the cylinder of the gun and 
the outer casing. The forward part of the gun was 
blown away, but as the fragments had ali been car- 
ried out to sea it was soon ascertained that no one 
had been injured. About eigbt inches of the un- 
strengthened barrel had been bodily carried away, 
the separation occurring at the forward rim of the 
B3coul. The smoke of the explosion had so com- 
pletely stained the face of the fracture that it was 
impossible on a cursory survey to pronounce as to 
any flaws or defects in tbe manufacture. Instead 
of being smooth, however, the cleavage was 
exceedingly jagged, some of the rents show- 
ing that the core at the spot had been 
torn away from the hoop as from a socket. 
About six inches from the point of fracture the 
outer coil itself had been riven entirely round. This 
circular rent or open ring was about one inch in 
diameter, and extended through the jacket to the 
steel core of the gun. It appeared asif the weld of 
the coil had been torn open at the moment of sepa- 
ration. The damage caused to the ship was con- 
siderable. There is uo question of any obstruction 
in the bore having caused the accident, as the gun 
was properly scaled previous to being fired with 
shell. Moved by this accident the Admiralty 
Gazette says: “And now, having torced guns that 
are too weak to be of any real service upon the Navy, 
the Ordnance Department seeks to be whitewashed 
by having its own ‘Select’ Committee appointed to 
investigate into the origin and cause of a disaster 
that can only be attributed to its own crass ignor- 
ance, adherence to pet but futile theories, and in- 
veterate habit of seeking emoluments of a solid aul 
sitbstantial nature for its partisans.’” The first gun 
manufactured on Colonel Hope’s principle will be 
completed and ready for experimental purposes in 
June. 








W. THORNTON PARKER, M. D., of Newport, R. I., 
formerly an A. A. Surgeop, U.S. Army, is the in- 
ventor of a new clothing case for the soldier, of 
which report speaks highly, and concerving which 
the Journal of the American Medical Association of 
March 6 last had an interesting report. ‘The case is 
made of light cauvas or waterproof cloth, and 
weighs complete but a fraction of the weight of the 
average knapsack. It will bold two pairs of drawers, 
two flannel shirts, two pairs of stockings, towels and 
other extra pieces oi clothing, and the “ soldier’s 
book.” It can be worn for days without giving 
fatigue, and the weight is so evenly distributed that 
the soldier does not suffer from carrying it. Upon 
reaching camp the blanket can be unrolled and the 
case hung up or thrown in the corner, the clothing 
remaining in the case clean and undisturbed. The 
case will be found useful as a pillow when folded. 
When the clothing is rolled loosely in the blanket 
only, upon reaching camp the blanket is needed and 
the contents are likely to be scattered about the tent 
and soiled or ruined with mud and rain. 

Wits referetive to the story already noticed in the 
JOURNAL of a mau having evlisted in preference to

In conclusion, 1 would state for the informa- 
tion of the Sun and ignorant Justices of the Peace 
that officers of the Army are forbidden under the 
strictest peuvalties from enlisting a drunken man or 
habitual drunkard.”

THE SITUATION [IN ARIZONA. 
Fort Bowie, ARIZ., May 10, 1586. 
Tv the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE reticence of Gen. Crook in the presence of 
newspaper loen is well known to those who have 
served near him, and it is seldom that his ideas upon 
subjects coming under his official adininistration 
have been given to the public. Doubtless if he had 
talked more during his recent service in Arizona be 
would have escaped some of the severe strictures on 
his Indian policy out here by a few critics who have 
not comprehended that policy, and who are equally 
ignorant of the peculiar difficulties and emburrass- 
ments the General has had to contend with 
in his efforts to suppress the renegade Chiri- 
eabua Apaches, but who have beeu honest 
in their judgment of -what seemed to them 
fatal blunders. Among this class of critics are 
some of those officers “‘who have d—d Crook and his 
policy,” as you have learned from the private letters 
you referred to in a recent issue, and those officers at 
the Presidio who, upon learning that Crook had 
been relieved, told a reporter that they bad fully 
expected such an order, as it was manifest his re- 
moval was entirely justified upon military consider- 
ations and the necessity of the discontinuance of a 
policy which was so generally condemned and yet 
persisted in. 

The constant abuse, slander, and misrepresentation 
which has been fired at the General for the past two 
yeurs by characterless newspaper men and sore 
headed post traders and contractors in New Mexico 
and Arizona, have made no more impression upon 
him than does a shower upon a duck’s back, but | 
apprehend he has noticed at times with some seusi- 
tiveness the criticisms of some gentlewen both ia 
civil and milttary life whose character and position 
are a guarantee of the honesty and sincerity of their 
opinions. Just before he left this post the General 
was induced to talk with a reporter of the Los An- 
geles Times, favoring the public with a few abstrac- 
tions on the Indian m general, but directing most 
of his remarhs to the perplexing question of the 
Chiricahua hostiles. For the benefit of his honest 
critics, who, [am sure, are ill-advised in thew un- 
derstanding of Indian operations in this Territory, 
especially of those directed against the Chiricahuas, 
I send you his remarks as they appeared in the 
Times. 

These utterances are so replete with wisdom and 
practical sense and evince such a sound understand- 
ing of the difficulties the troops have had to encoun- 
ter out here during the pust year with such meagre 
results, in actual combat with the Indians, that | 
think every officer should have a chance to read them. 
It isa better lesson for those young officers who muy 
have duty with the Indians either as scouts orina 
civil capacity than any other man in the Army or 
out of it can give them. 

The General said: 

“The Indian is a peculiar institution. And still, he is a hu- 
man being. A good many people scem anxious to forget 
that fact. In dealing with him you must first of all be hon 
est. It isa poor sort of honor, though a popular one, which 
holds that decency is to be_ used only toward white folks, 
and that when you lie to an Indian or swindle him, it doesii't 
count. No one else in the world is so quick to see and to re- 
sent any treachery as is the Indian. You can do nothing to- 
ward his management unless you have his confidence. That 
is true of ail men, but particularly true of him. You mii) 
fool others as to your intentions, but you can’t roolhim. U 
has no books nor newspapers; and so he has to draw on la- 
ture for his knowledge. This training has made him: wond- 
erfully sharp. He will sit looking at you with the expres 
sion of one Of these old-fashioned crocks. You've seen thei 
—you can’t tell by their looks whether there’s honey or vin- 
egar inside ; and you can tell no more by his face what is be- 
hind it. But all this time he is reading you as if you were w) 
open book. He can almost tell from your expression whi! 
you had for breaktast! I have known one of these Apaclics 
to go 60 miles out of his way to ask a man the same questiv! 
he had asked a month before, and see if he would get Us 
same answer! If he doesn’t find.oul whether a man’s word 
is to be relied uponor not, itisa pity. Another rule to be 
followed in dealing with Indians is, never give him a griey- 
ance to brood over. Settle the thing up on the spot. Thes 
little grievances are trifles in themselves, but they're like 
little worms boring into a big oak—the last one brings 1 
down. And people at large, who never see anything but 
the last straw, exclaim, *Why, what fiends to break out to! 
such a trifle !” 

* In warfare with the Indians it has been my policy—and 
the only effective one—to use them against each other. To 
polish a diamond, there is nothing like its own dust; and it 
isthe same with these fellows. Nothing breaks them up 
like turning their own people against them. They don’t care 
for the white soldiers, whom they easily surpass in the p 
culiar style of warfare which they force upon us; but put 
upon their trail an enemy of their own blood—an enemy as 
tireless, as foxy, as stealthy, and as familiar with the coun 
try as they themselves—and it breaks them all up. [tis not 
merely a question of catching them better with Indians, but 
a broader and more enduring proposition—their disintegra- 
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— t—it 
; ae ce » It cannot be done in a moment—i 
tually be pope the institutions of centuries—but it is 
takes itable outcome. Now, of course, if you have 10,000 
the cope d one Indian tied down in the middle of them, you 
troops er any Indian policy.

bi ae vention of breechloading guns and metallic cart- 
idges bas entirely changed the methods and the nature ot 
indian warfare. When it comes toa fight we can’t see any- 
thing of our foe nothing but the puffs of their rifles. 
Nothing is exposed but here and there an eye, peering from 
behind some rock, You can’t see that eye, but those fel- 
jows, with their marvellous vision, will see your eye ata 
~ ‘dred yards. No white man can take advantage of the 
—— as they do. Oursoldiers have to expose themselves, 
— they are the attacking party. Asasample of their 
fighting, ‘ook at the time when those Mexican banditti 
attacked Crawford. When they first fired into the camp, in 
which our scouts were sleeping, they wounded two men in 
bed, Then the scouts took to the rocks, and after that, ip an 
hour and a half or two hours of hard firing by 150 Mexi- 
cans, not one of those scouts got so much as a scratch, 
When the Mexicans shot down Crawford, a few of the near- 
est scouts dropped 8 out of the 9 Mexicans who did it, ata 
yolley. Then they were checked by Maus, or they d have 
wiped that Mexican force off the face of the earth. 

“No, to operate against the Apaches we must use Apache 
methods and Apache soldiers, of course with white soldiers 
ay to the Apache scouts,” said Gen. Crook, further, 
“they are indispensable. We could have made no progress 
without them. [ first began usmg them in 1872, and bave 
used them ever since. Nothing has ¢ ver been accomplished 
without their heip. * Have they acted in good faith ? We 
have every assurance that they have. They followed the 
hostile trails almost as well as bloodhounds, It is nonsense 
to think white trailers could have done the work. These 
white mountaineers howl against the Apache scouts—but 
how does it happen that they and the cowboys together 
never killed a hostile? The scouts have put in on the chase 
the most tremendous work men ever did : and when they 
succeeded 1n catching up with the hostiles they have invari- 
ably fought well. But there is a great uproar because the 
Chiricahuas have been employed as scouts. There is a reason 
for their employment. A good many people think that an 
Indian scout is an Indian scout, and that that is all there is 
about it; but itisn’tso. Almost any Indian scout is better 
in his peculiar line than a white man; but the ordinary In- 
dians, and even the ordinary Apaches, are totally unable to 
cope with the Chiricahuas. The White Mountain Apaches 
come nearest to it, being mountain Indians also. But the 
Chiricahuas are matchless. How much this may be due to 
their having been on the warpath more that the others, and 
never having been thoroughly thrashed, [ cannot say. The 
warpath is what brings an Indian out—puts the keen edge 
onhim. Atall events, the Chiricahua is *the boss,’ and all 
the other tribes acknowledge it. We have Tonto, Yuma, 
Mojave, San Carlos, White Mountain and Warm Spring (all 
Apaches) scouts, as well as Chiricahuas, and all are good; 
put the Chiricahuas far surpass the others. They have done 
mighty effective service all through. When Major Davis 
made his first expedition, he took a command of cavalry 
along with his scouts, but on his second he left the cavalry 
behind. He found it only an incumbrance. It was good 
cavalry, too, but couldn’t keep up with the scouts, and never 
somuch as saw a hostile, though the scouts overtook and 
killed several.” 

Capt. Dorst said to me, the: reporter, upon his return from 
the campaign in Mexico: : 

“Itis simple idiocy to try to do anything down there with- 
out some Indian scouts. No one else knows anything about 
that untravelled country; no one else can follow a trail as 
they do,and no one else can stand so much fatigue. My 
scouts will start at the bottom of a steep mountain, 1,500 feet 
high,and go on atrot plum to the top without stopping. 
There isn’t a white man alive who could run 50 yards up the 
same pitch without stopping to catch his wind. T have been 
cdimbing the mountains of Colorado, New Mexico and Ari- 
wna for the last seven years, but I can’t keep in sight of 
these fellows when they start. Everyone—the other tribes 
included—admits the superiority of the Chiricahuas over all 
other Apaches.” 

Seventy-six of these Indians, meu, women, and chil- 
dren, among whom were the worst of the band, you 
remember, came in and are now in Florida. 19 bucks 
with Geronimo and 13 squaws wre yet out and there 
is possibly 3 or 4 Indians with Magnus in all, say, 35 
or 40 Indians. These Indians must all be killed one 
or two at a combat, which will require from 5 to 16 
years’ hard eampaigning, or they must be kept mov- 
ipgand harassed until they get weary and beg to 
come in, whichin time they may do, if given the 
privilege of joining the others in Florida. They will 
take nothing less and will demand more until driven 
to great suffering. They are possessed of a high de- 
gree of intelligence aud physically, are as finely de- 
veloped and as capable and determined dare devils 
tolead a forlorn hope in their way as any race of 
men who ever travel this earth. 

Itisamusing to read how Crook might have sur 
rounded them down there at that conference when 
they finally agreed to come in; how he should have 
concentrated troops in the neighborhood, how he 
shoula have disarmed them, put up a job 
ou them, as the Western people say. How silly! 
Nothing would bave been done with them until 
they were gotten up as far as this post or near it. If 
troops had begun to appear anywhere near them 
the Indians would have all been gone quicker than 
the Irishman’s fler. They simply agreed to come in 
With the General and take their chances, but I be- 
lieve they expected to be transported and it is my 
Mpression that Florida was mentioned. The policy 
of Crook was to get them all in by some means and if 
that means was called “ coaxing.”’ it was the best, if 
‘uceessful. The General created disseusions among 
hem, however, through his spies, which was quite 
4% powerful an aid to his purpose as any *‘ coaxing ”’ 
that Was attempted. The truth is, most of the In- 
dians were tired and wanted to come in if given 
half a chance.

HOW TO DEAL WITH MOBS. 


MAJOR-GEN. E. L. MOLTNEUX has written an «ble article 
on riots, the composition of the mob of the present, the 
manner in which to meet and deal with them, and the future 
avoidanee of outbreaks. The article was published in Bos- 
ton, Pittsburgh, Chicago, and other places, and has drawn a 
reply from the Anarchist Parsons, who says: “ Molineux’s 
letter covers nearly everything from his standpoint on the 
treatment of mobs. I take it, he would look ona mobasa 
runaway team, to be stopped at any price. Mankind, mob 
ov military, are sustained in their actions by the weight of 
public opinion formed by the majority of the brain, fitted 
at the time by circumstances they appreciate, to control. 
The most important part of his letter,‘ how to avoid riots’ 
(i. e., how to avoid these runaways), he does not enlarge 
upon. Thoroughly educate the community physically, men- 
tally, morally, industriously, politically. A correct instruc- 
tion in and method of application of a righteously incul- 
cated disposition will result in justice and ‘the lame cured 
will throw away their crutches.” 





ARMS FOR THE MILITIA. 


THE Committee On Militia of the House will be the next in 
order on June 15, when the rules can again be suspended. 
The committee will then urge the passage of the Senate bill 
appropriating $400,000 to supply arms to the State militia. 
Mr. Muller, chairman of the committee, has requested Mr. 
McAdoo to take charge of the bill when suspension day is 
again reached, 


NEW YORK. 


THE Governor has signed the act amending the 
Code. Some of the amendments proposed by the 
National Guard Association did not pass, as there 
was u doubt about their constitutionality. 

Bills have been passed, but not yet signed by Gov- 
ernor, appropriating $20,000 for camp improvement 
and appointing an Armory Commission in New York 
City, consisting of the Mayor, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, President of Tax Commission, and the 
two highest ranking officers in command of troops 
in the city. One of the amendments of the Code 
allows assistant surgeon to batteries and separate 
companies.

Orders from the Headquarters of the Ist Division directs 
rifle practice at Creedmoor as follows: 7th regt. on May 18, 
21, and 25; 11th regt. on May 28; 69th regt. on June 4: 7lst 
regt. on June 8; 12th regt. on June 10 and 15; 8th reget. on 
June 11; 9th regt. on June 14, and 22d regt. on June 17. 

The 9th, which 1s the only regiment in the Ist Division 
which went to the front in 1861, and served a period of three 
years during the Rebellion, will celebrate the 25th anniver- 
sary of its departure for the War on Thursday, May 27, by a 
street parade. The veterans will parade with the regiment. 
The line of march will be from the Armory to 5th avenue, 
to Waverly place, to Broadway, to 14th street, to 4th avenue, 
to 23d street, to Madison avenue, to 36th street, to 5th ave- 
nue, to 23d street, back to the Armory where a collation will 
be served to the command and the veterans. A marching 
salute will be paid to the Mayor, at Manhattan Club, 15th 
street and 5th avenue. During their service in the War they 
lost 10 officers, and 140 enlisted men killed in battle or by dis- 
ease; 187 officers were promoted from the regiment, 37 offi- 
cers and 136 enlisted men were wounded, but not discharged 
therefor. The regiment noetiaeeees in the following bat- 
tles: Harper’s Ferry, Va.; Rappahannock Station, Va.; Sec- 
ond Bull Run, Va.; South Mountain, Md.; First Fredericks- 
burg, Va.; Gettysburg, Pa.; Laurel Hill, Va.; Cedar Moun- 
tain, Va.; Thoroughfare Gap, Va.; Chantilly, Va.; Antietam, 
Md.; Chancellorsyille, Va.; Wilderness, Va.; Spottsylvania, 
Va.; Coal Harbor, Va. This is certainly a record to be 
proud of. 

In the case of G. W. Cann, formerly a member of Co. G, 
13th Regiment, whose discharge was withheld at expiration 
of service for non-payment of dues, Judge Cullen decided 
that a man enlisting fora term of years in the National 
Guard was entitled to his discharge at the expiration of his 
term of service, irrespective of any claim against him for 
company dues; provided, however, he does not waive that 
right by ne -maining inthe National Guard with- 
out re-enlisting. The mandamus was therefore ordered, 
that a certificate of discharge be given by Capt. Watson, who 
flso must pay costs of suit. 

The l4th Regiment which opened the rifie season at Creed- 
moor on Monday, May 17,qualified 43 mai ksmen out of about 
200 men fresent. The regiment wil] celebrate its 25th anni- 
versay of muster into the U. 8. Service on Monday, May 24. 
Assembly at the Armory at 8 P. M. in full dress uniform. 

Judge Donohue has reserved his decision in the case of 
Morris B. Frey, of the 11th Regiment, who was arrested for 
non-payment of dues and put into Ludlow Street Jail. Pre- 
viously Judge Lawrence, of the Supreme Court, had decided 
that he could not interfere. 

The bill changing the composition of the Armory Board, 
so that ipstead of the Major General commanding the Ist 
Division, the senior officer in that organization shall be a 
member of that Board, has become a law, which will be wel- 
come news to those who are languishing for new armories. 
Gen. W. G. Ward is now a member. 

Maj. Gen. E. 8. Molineux bas ordered the 2d Division out 








for Decoration Day parade in full dress uniform, if fair, and 


in overcoats if rainy. An ambulance will accompany each 
brigade. The 23d Regiment will pecore special escort duty 
tothe President, the battery will fire the salute,and the 
President will review the parade. The Division Staff and 
Signa! Corps will participate in the ceremonies at Riverside 
Park at the tomb of Gen. Grant. 

With regard to the civil associations as they exist in Na- 
tional Guard companies, Judge Advocate General Wm. M. 
Ivins, decides that it ‘can never be assumed that the Legis- 
lature intended to so far recognize and sanctify the princi- 
ple as to make it the virtual foundation of the entire service, 
which would be to build up a military system upon -a num- 
ber of civil associations, which in many instances are hardly 
distinguishable from clubs, and in such a way that the power 
of the State to recruit its militia would be limited and re- 
strained by such a use of the * black-ball’ as might be pre- 
scribed in company by-laws. Such a contention is not 
worthy of a moment’s serious discussiou. If such were 
the fact, the State would be depr'ved of its most experienced 
and valuable men at the mere whim or prejudice of a few 
members of the company, and it is an open question as to 
whether as a matter of law, even where a civil organization 
exists, a person cannot be recruited and become a member 
of the militia of the State in spite of the use of the ‘ black- 
yall,’ even though through such use he might not be permit- 
ted to become a member of the civil organization.” 

The “ civil association” is an institution uncompatible with 
military principles and should be abolished. 

The National Rifle Association will open its summer sea- 
son at Creedmoor on Saturday, May 22. Major J. F. Acker- 
man will be the executive officer for the day. The qualifi- 
cation and champion marksman’s class matches will begin 
at 9.30 A.M. The other days on which they will be shot are: 
Saturday, June 5, when Major Lawson B. Bell will be the 
executive officer; Wednesday, June 16, with Lieut. E. L. 
Zalinski, United States Army, as executive olflicer, and 
Saturday, June 26, with Gen. Charles F. Robbins as execu- 
tive officer. 

G. O. 2, May 20, Hdgqrs. Ist Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., issues 
instructions regarding the parade of the Ist Division on De- 
coration Day, and directs that the regiments parade in full 
dress uniform, light marching order, and will form in close 
column of companies right in front the heads of columns 
resting on 5th avenue, as follows: 9th Regt., W. 56th st.;

THE 8th, as is well known, is in poor shape in point of 
numbers and having no proper place in which to drill, it has 
also run down in tactical efficiency. This is however only a 
natural consequence of the untoward circumstances, and 
not the fault of administration. Drill in the manual, 
guard mounting, etc., with reduced numbers, have been 
kept up during the winter, butas the hall had been con- 
demned it was not considered safe to have battalion drills pro- 
per. The detail to camp this summer, however, necessitates 
some preparation, and for this reason, the building having 
been propped up to some extent, some battalion drills have 
recently been ordered. The turnout at both these showed 
signs of returning enthusiasm, due to the prospect of camp 
as well as of new armory, the latter since the resignation of 
General Shaler. The regiment tor some time past has also 
kept up a sort of a branch recruiting depot up town. where 
about 50 new men have been secured, who are drilled under 
the supervision of Lieut. Col. Schilling. These, of course, 
were not present at the battalion drills mentioned, the first 
of which took place on Wednesday, May 5, withan equali- 
zation of 4commands of 12 files in double rank. The regi- 
ment is by no means up to its proper tactical standard, the 
bearing of the men from long idleness has become negligent 
in many cases, there is much unsteadiness, many of the olde: 
officers have left the regiment and the younger ones whc 
have replaced them, still lack experience, and yet the ex- 
change in most instances can only be regarded us a benefit 
to the regiment, either with regard to the social standing or 
intelligence of these officers. We refrain from going into 
details of the drill, which mainly consisted of ployments 
into close column, deployments, double column formations, 
manual, and the firings. And for the sake of encourage- 
ment we refrain from pointing out the mistakes, of which 
there were quite a number. It is also just, however, to say 
that the double column formations and deployments to the 
right and left, and bytwo movements and the firings, except 
by file, were surprisingly well executed. 

The formation on Wednesday, May 12, was in single rank, 
and preceded by much countermarching and delay before 
the line was got into shape. In order not to overlap the hall 
a number of files fell out, which left 6 commands of 12 files 
in single rank. The aress parade, considering everything, 
was fair, but bad positions of the men themselves, their 
hands and their picces prevailed everywhere. After the 
dress parade there was a review with a prompt formation 
and well executed wheels during the passage. After recti- 
fying the alignments the close column movements and de- 
ployments were taken up as on the previous evening, and as 
could hardly be expected they turned out somewhat ragged 
for lack of room, lack of promptness on the part of the 
guides, and in some cases from misconceptions on the part 
of officers. 

The hall is very dimly lighted and its limited area causes a 
constant side stepping or back stepping which delays the 
movements, destroys the appearance of the whole, and 
worries the men, and yet we do not see how it could be 
avoided. We noticed occasional wroug commands on the 
art of the officers. The firings by company wing, rank, and 
yattalion were very good, but the file firing, as everywhere 
else, was nothing but a race as to who could bring his piece 
up and down the quickest with slighting of every motion. 
The Colonel took the men sharply to task on this, after which 
they became more deliberate. This is, however, a subject 
which properly belongs to the officers and file closers rather 
than to the Colonel. After the firings the drill was dismissed. 
While all who participated need much improvement, yet 
both performauces turned outa good deal better than was 
generally expected, and wishing that their hopes in connec- 
tion with the new armory may soon be realized, we recom- 
mend to the whole regiment and especially to the oflicers, 
guides, and non-commissioned officers, steady application to 
tactics in order to make a showing in camp worthy of the 
old organization. 

The regiment had another drill on Monday evening, May 
17, and the attendance again showed increasing interest on 
the part of all concerned. There were sufficient men present 
to form 8 commands of 12 files in single rank, but as that 
would have made the line too long, a formation of 4 com- 
mands of 14 files in double rank was made. The movements 
were similar to those reported for last week, the execution 
fair under the circumstances. pm 


Twelfth New York.—Col, J. H. Jones. 


AFTER the 12th Regiment as a whole had closed its bat- 
talion drill season, Companies I (Capt. H. L. Aspinwall) and 
F (Capt. W. H. Murphy), on Thursday evening, } ay 13, gave 
an exhibition of the school of the battalion, which, for gen- 
eral excellence, eclipsed any performance of the regiment 
we ever witnessed. The event ba been eagerly anticipated 
for some time past, and the dreuching rain prevented but 
few of the friends of the organizations from witnessing the 
drill. Even Lieutenants E. L. Zalinski and G. N. Whistler , 
of the 5th U.S. Artillery, who are honorary members of the 
12th, had come allthe way from Fort Hamilton and from 
Staten Island to be present. Those who came were well re- 
warded by what they saw. Capt. Aspinwall commanded the 
battalion. Murpby had the right, Lieutenant Delafield 
the left, Lleutenant Gerard the colors, and Lieutenant Casey 
the left centre. The battalion consisted of four commands 
ot twelve files front, and although it —~ be fairly assumed 
that they were picked men, they showed, nevertheless, that 
the regiment can produce soldiers drilled in first-class style. 
The battalion was dressed in the regulation dress ot the 
regiment, the State uniform with helmets, and thus arrayed 
it presented an appearance which, for military bea % 
steadiness, and solidity, is seldom surpassed in the National 





Guard. While looking at them it naturally became a matter 
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of wonder to the spectator that the regiment does not do 
better at its ordinary drills, The battahon well commanded, 
the companies well officere4, the guides thoroughly up in 
their duties, the men earnest and enthusiastic, the drill 
proved a thorough success in all its pnases, whether on the 
march, at the manual, or during the firings, and the thun- 
dering applause which shook the hall at its conclusion was 
well merited. When the drill was ended the battalion 

in review before Col. Jones, who complimented it highly on 
the excellent performance. As exhibitions like this one, in 
order to be successful, require thorough preparation, and as 
the pares proficiency and steadiness can only be acquired 
by hard work, they should be encouraged, because the ulti- 
mate benefit falls to the entire regiment. They stimulate to 
emulation, and their example cau only result to the advan- 
tage of all. Captains Aspinwall and Murphy deserve credit 
for the energy displayed by both in bringing this matter to 
so successful an issue.

Tue riot drill by the 12th Regt. on Monday evening, May 
17, brought out an immense crowd of spectators, among 
whom the rough class was quite predominant, and in the 
beginning hoots and yells accompanied its progress. The 
command formed in the armory with 10 compunies of 12 files 
front, and marched out in column of fours directly up to 
6th Avenuv where the petneues portions of the movements 
were executed. The text of the street riot tactics was dis- 

rded so far as the formation prescribed for marching 
out of an armory is concerned, because the incessantly 
moving hne of street cars would have interfered with any 
turmation but column of fours. The principles of the 
omitted portion were, however, fully explained by the Lieut. 
Colonel and discussed by the officers before the regiment 
marched out. The command was accompanied by two of 
itshowitzers. On arrival at 6th Avenue, flanked column or- 
der was executed the howitzers being inside of the square, 
one near the head and the other near the rear company. The 
noise and tumult of the crowd at first seriously interfered 
with a proper interpretation of the commands, but the in- 
structor remedied this defect by using the staff to convey 
his orders from one end of the square to the ovuher and soon 
things were in thorough working order. The beautiful 
mooovlight night was very favorable to a prompt and correct 
execution of the manceuvring and to a practical supervision 
by the commander. The command was aiso accompanied 
by portable stretchers. Having manauvred for some time 
backwards and forwards in flanked column order, the com- 
mand for street riot order was given and promptly exe- 
euted and the manceuvres were extended into the side 
streets to illustrate the protection of the flanks and rear of 
the command. Having his battalion now thoroughly in 
hand the flanked column order was resumed apd fire 
opened. The unexpected movements of the companies 
when wheeling out to cover side streets, the rapid advances, 
the sudden sharp rattle of the friction primers as the lan- 
yards of the howitzers were pulled during the firings bad 
an astonishing effect on the crowd who fell back with a 
rush, and after that the howls ceased and every obstruction 
on the part of the mob was removed. To bring a howitzer 
into play it was only necessary to break a couple of fours 
to the rear, run the mece into the breach thus made, and 
commence firing. At such moments the scene became very 
realistic. The rapid advancing lines at charge bayonet or at 
arms port, the sudden retreat and disappearance of the 
vrowd before the soldiers, and the silence which followed, 
certainly seemed to demonstrate the effect of a steady, de- 
termined force backed up by bayonets, powder, and lead, 
and grape and cannister. After a number of changes of di- 
rections and other evolutions in double time the regiment 
marched back to its quarters unmolested and unobstructed, 
having had a lesson by which they may profit if their ser- 
vices should be actually called into requisition. Exhibitions 
of this sort cannot fail to have a restraining effect upon the 
turbulent masses, , 














Twenty-third New York.—Col. Chas. L. Fincke. 


THE second attempt of the 23d to have a drill at the parade 
ground of the Marine Barracks at the ave vase on Satur- 
day, May 15, was again trustrated by Jupiter Pluvius. We only 
hope thatthey may meet with better success to-day. Their 
perseverance and their evident laudabie efforts to gain prac- 
tical instruction deserve a better fate. 

When Col. Fincke found that an outdoor drill was an im- 
possibility he promptly decided to muke the best of the oc- 
cusion, and as he had the battahon assembled in the armory 
he ordered the drill to take place there. This was the first 
vceasion on which he had command of the battalion, and 
his methods of commanding and handling the men were ea- 
erly watched by the spectators and anxiously anticipated by 
the men. A drill in the confined space of the armory was not 
what they had expected, but their work showed that they 
had made up their minds to make the best of the occasion, 
especially wheu the commander showed himself to be master 
ot the task he had undertaken and gave his commands with 
ease, rapidity, and coolness, detecting mistakes with quick, 
unerring glance. The battalion, which consisted of companies 
A. C, E.G, and K, had been divided into six companies of 16 
files, opened the drill with a generai alignment, which is nei- 
ther a showy movement nor one to put vim and snap into 
the men, but it tests the knowledge and promptness of offi- 
cers and guides, who, on this occasion, proved equal to their 
task. The opening march in double column of fours, how- 
ever, fell short of such favorable comment, the advance 
was hesitating on the part of the left centre company which 
also failed to oblique to the left, and the consequence wasa 
ragged movement from the outset with uneven step, bad 


distances, and poor alignments. The column in such 
a shape could ~ a be expected to execute a 
good formation of line by two movements, and 


in fact the turned out accord- 
ing to the usual fashion of the regiment. To warm them up 
and put life into them the Colonel repeated the movement in 
double time and with much better results. The drill from this 
point improved, no doubt mainly on account ot the “ fire” 
exhibited by the commander and his spirited and rapid com- 
mands. it reminded us of what is frequently seen in the 22d 
and 122th armories, where no drills according to preconcerted 
programmes are permitted. The officers soon found out that 
a prompt and rapid grasp of the situation, a quick interpre- 
tation of the orders was the order of the day, and they as 
wellas the men tried to accommodate themselves to the 
state of things. Though many mistakes were made, there 
was spirit in the movements, and if this sort of thing, in con- 
nection with the rapid methods of action exhibited by the 
Lieut.-Colonel at some recent drills is continued, the regi- 
ment which has the advantage of thorough instruction in all 
tactical details will soon become equally proficient in a style 
of drill which has heretofore been cultivated only to a lim- 
ited extent. The drill was short, it lasted only an hour, but 
improvement was quite marked when the command for dis- 
missal was given.
